A Few Items to Fox Hunters. 



About 17 years ago I decided to en- 
gage extensively in sheep husbandry 
and before the first year had passed I 
wa s caller) on by three valuable and in- 
dispensable fox hounds to set up a $150 
South Down supper, for which I never 
asked and never received a cent. But 
I did get discouragement enough to de- 
sist from raising sheep for about 12 
years. Last summer 1 decided to try 
sheep raising again and make it my 
principal branch of stock raising, and 
bought 300 ewe*. During the winter 
and spring 1 have been greatly dam- 
aged by hounds running through mv 
flocks every few nights, causing ewes 
heavy with lamb to crowd through gaps, 
run over steep flunks and jumping 
ditches, causing them to lose their 
lambs. On one occasion a fine ewe tried 
to jump a ditch partly filled with hedge 
brush. She landed in the brush and 
was dead when found. 1 have had sev- 
eral rod* of wire fence tom loose from 
the pout* and broken and tangled into a 
shape that was almost irreparable, 
caused by my cattle being stampeded 
and running into it. My sheep are in 
different pastures all over my farm and 
every few night* I have had the ex- 
quisite delight of listening to the en- 
chanting music as the hounds would 
charge through my worthies* sheep, 
creating consternation and confusion. 
And about the time the lamb* would 
find their mothers and get settled down 
only to lie again aroused and scared al- 
most to death by the returning mon- 
arch* of the track, and this to be re- 
peated almost all night. 

I have learned recently that hound* 
have been poisoned m my locality and 
that I am the only man mean enough 
to be *u*|iected of it. Also that a re- 
ward of aliout $200 ha* been offered for 
the apprehension of the guilty party. 
Now my dear friends and neighbors, so 
far as I am concerned you can save 
your reward money for other pur|x>se*. 
All you have to do is to have manhood 
enough to ask me and 1 will try to 
scrape up courage enough to tell you 
the truth. I have never tried in any 
way to harm a hair of any hound for 
the last 15 years until this, Tuesday 
morning, March 2»5, when one of my 
men told me a hound was chasing my 
sheep. I went out and shot at him to 
kill and it was only distance that saved 
his life. I hope he will not return. My 
sheep might bite him. 1 do not know 
of any fox hunter who would wilfully 
or maliciously damage me. Nor do I 
know a fox hunter that I tnink is mean 
enough to persist in running through 
my flocks if he knew of the damuge 
that was being done. I do not intend 
that any one shall suffer loss simply 
that I may be amused. And I am be- 
ginning to think I have sustained my 
quota of loos for the amusement of fox 
hunters. And now in order that peace 
on earth, good will and true friendship 
may exist among us all, 1 ask you kind- 
ly not to run your hounds through my 
premises.
